Rumored Capture. 
By Associated Press.] 


St. Lovis, May 16.—A _ dispatch 
from the City of Mexico says it is 
rumored there that the Itata was cap- 
tured by the Charleston off the coast 
of the State of aJlisco and that she is 
now returning with her towards San 
Diego. It is impossible to get a veri- 
fication of the rumors. 

San Faancisco, May 16.—A bulletin 
received here announces the arrival of 
the cruiser Charleston at Acapulco. 


Wasuineton, May 16.—The Navy 
Department has received the infor- 
mation that the Esmeralda and the 
United States cruiser Charleston have 
arrived at Acapulco, Mexico. The 
Itata is not in sight. 

After a week’s waiting, some tangi- 
ble news was to-day received at the 
Navy Department from the Charles- 
ton. First came a dispatch from 
Acupulcy stating the Chilian insur- 
gent cruiser Esmeralda had put off 
Acapulco" harbor yesterday and had 
returned to port. Later on through 
the State Department a dispatch came 
saying the Charleston had arrived at 
Acapulco, and that the Esmeralda 
was still in port, but giving no 
news of the Itata. What the next 
step is to be, noone at the department 
knows or feels free to tell. The 
Charlesten is to take on coal, as her 
supply has probably nearly ran out 
during the week’s chase. Whether 
the Esmeralda is to have the privilege 
of taking coal aboard cannot be 
learned here as it is a matter entirely 
within the control of the Mexican 
government, but the presumption at 
the department is against it as.the 
neutrality laws would be strained by 
the Mexican government if it allowed 
anything beyond water and food'éup- 
plies to be furnishéd the belligerent. 
The theory at the Navy Department 
is that the Charleston; whose com- 
mander, Captain Remey, has orders 
admitting large discretionary move- 
ments will now lie at or near Aca- 
pulco for a time trusting that 
the lItata, which is a _ slow 
seven-knot ship has not yet passed 
down the coast and will try to coal in 
that neighborhood. If she is sichted 
the Charleston will doubtless try ‘to 
seize her. She cannot do this in 
Mexican waters, so that it would be 
necessary to head her off outside the 
three-mile line, or if unsuccessful in 
that, to follow her to sea when she 
go2s out; what the Esmeralda will do 
in the meantime -is problematical. 
The general impression is that the 
officers of that vessel will rely more 
upon Steategy than force to obtain the 
supplies Carried by the Itata, and 
some officers believe that she is trying 
to lure the Charleston away from the 
Itata’s _— real course. Recourse 
to force to prevent the Char- 
leston from capturing the Itata, 
however, would, it is said, be 
tbe death blow of the Insurgent cause 
in Chili, as the entire naval force of 
the United States in the Pacific would, 
if necessary, be promptly called into 
play to destroy the Insurgent navy.} 

A cablegram received at the depart- 
ment from Admiral McCan announced 
that the Baltimore and San Francisco 
were both at Iguique, Chili, to-day. 
So it appears the Baltimore has come 
north and ‘the San Francisté been” 
stayed in her southern course, just at 
the point where the Chilian Ineurgent 
navy is now nearly altogether assem- 
bled. This int is almost the ex- 
treme north of Chili and is where the 
Itata would naturally find her destina- 
tion if she eluded the Charleston. 

San Francisco, May 16.—The in- 
formation from the Navy Department 
apnouncing the arrival uf the cruiser 
Charleston at Acupulco confirms the

San Pedro last Monday, and also 
serves as a complete denial of the 
rumors coming from various points 
along the Mexican coast during the 
last three days. 

The Charleston has undoubtedly

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SUGAR BEET CULTURE. 


The Results 2s Obtained in Ne- 
braska Reporied OMmicially , 

The result of experimenting in the 
culture of the sugar beets in Nebraska 
is sent out by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in a Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin No. 3, and contains 
much that will interest those who are 
engaged in experimenting in Nevada. 
The GAzeTTe quotes from it as fol- 
lows : 

SEASON FOR PLANTING. 3 

The season for- planting ina mild 
climate is also longer ; for instance, 1 
southern. California planting can com- 
mence as early as February and con- 
tinue till June, thus giving a bect crop 
coming continuously into maturity 
from the first of August to tbe Ist of 
December. In other . localities the 
planting must be accomplished in a 
short time, suy from the 10th of May 
to the first of Jane. Before the first 
of these dates the ground will be too 
ccld for planting, and after the second 
the season will be so late as to pre- 
vent the maturity of the beets before 
frost. 

Although conditions of temperature 
must be taken into consideration 
in selecting sites for beet-sugar fac- 
tories, yet in addition tothe thermal 


of rainfall. The sugar beet requires 
a certain amount of moisture in order 
to produce its normal crop. This 
moisture must be derived either from 
precipitation, in the usual way, or 
eise the soil must be of that particu- 
lar quality which will allow subter- 
ranean moisture to reach the rootlets 
of the plants. Soil of this latter kind 
appears to exist in many localities in 
California where beets are grown ab- 
solutely without rain. We should, 
however, endeayor to secure localities 
for the growth of the sugar beet where 
we may expect an average Summer 
precipitation of from two to four inches 
permonth. There are mang condi- 
tions of agriculture under which the 
beet becomes quite independent of 
extremes of precipitation. The beet 
may thrive with very little rainfall or 
with a great deal, if properly cultivated 
in suitable soil. 
VARIETIES OF BEETS. 

All kinds of sugar beets are botani- 
cally identical with the common gar- 


den beet, Beta vulgaris. The differ- 


son of special selection and culture, 
producing a pure strain of some val- 


uable peculiarity in the beet. These 
accidental valuable qualities, by care- 
ful selection have become fixed, and 
are associated with certain external 
properties which have thus come to 
be regarded as distinguishing charac- 
teristics. 

The shape and size of the beet, its 
color, the character of the foilage, 
whether erect or spreading, etc., are 
the most frequent marks of distinc- 
tion. The beets are also frequently 
designated by the names of those who 
have developed them, o: by the name 
of the town or locality in which they 
have been grown, or by their color. 

Among the more frequently occur- 
ring varieties grown in Europe may 
be mentioned the Vilmorin Improved, 
Klein Wanzlebener, Improved Klein 
Wanzlebener, White Excelsior, White 
Imperial, Simon Le Grande, Flori- 
mond and Bulteau Desprez Richest, 
Brabant Sugar Beet, Rose Imperial, 
etc. 

The two varieties which have been 
most widely grown in this country are 
the Vilmorin a. etapa and the Klein 
Wanzlebener. The certainty that the 
seed has been grown according to the 
most scientific methods is of greater 
importance to the beet grower than 
the variety. The beet has reached 
such a high state of perfection as to 
make the least degree of laxity in its 
treatment exceedingly dangerous to 
its qualities. 

SOIL. 

The sugar beet does not require a 
particular kind of soil for its proper 
production. In general, soils are de- 
scribed for practical purposes as 
clayey, sandy, loamy, or alluvial soils; 


all of these soils will produce beets. 
The black prairie soils also have been 
found, with proper cultivation, to pro- 
duce excellent beets. Generally, the 
least favorable soils for the sugar beet 
are a stiff clay, which is cultivated 
with difficnity and. readily packs un- 
der the influence of hard rains and 
hot suns, and virgin soils or those es- 
pecially ricn in organic matter or alka- 
line salts. .Perhaps the best soil may 
be described as a sandy loam; a soil | 
containing a happy equilibrium be- 
tween organic matters, clay and silica. 

In general it may be said that any 
soil which will produce a good crop of 
Indian corn, wheat or potatoes, will, 
under proper cultivation, produce a 
good crop of sugar beets. The soil on 
which sugar beets are grown, how- 
ever, should be reasonably level, and 
this being the case it should be well 
drained. Natural drainage on level 
soil being somewhat deficient, it is 
most imperative that tile drainage be 
practiced. It would be useless to at- 
tempt to raise sugar beets on level

—out in full, it would not be taken 
for Nebraska, by any but a very 
sleepy or stupid person. This lack of 
care in addressing plainly caused a 
delay of some weeks in completing 
the bank annex. where our postoffice 
is now located, in which case the win- 
dow glass went to Reno, Nebraska. 
Another instance was & consignment 
of newspaper shipped from Boston to 
the GazeTre, and which went astray 
last fall and has never yet oveen heard 
from. Correspondents should be in- 
structed to add the name of the county 
—Washoe—or write out in full the 
name of the State.
